Local professor key 
contributor to Phoenix 
Lander technology

A little piece of Edmonton that 
hitched a ride to Mars last summer 
has landed on the red planet and 
could help uncover the mystery of 
whether or not we're alone in the 
universe. 

A wind sensor named Telltale 
that was invented at the University 
of Alberta was selected to accom¬ 
pany the Phoenix Mars Lander in 
NASAs first ever Scout Mission. 

The rocket shipping the Phoenix 
launched last August, and finally on 
Sunday safely reached the northern 
arctic plains of Mars. 

"The landing process was the 
most dangerous part of the trip," 
said Carlos Lange, a U of A professor 
who was a key contributor to the 
mission. "Thank God everything 
worked because we landed per¬ 
fectly — actually, more perfectly 
than we expected." 

Evidence suggests there was once 
water flowing on Mars, an indica¬ 
tion to researchers that it might be 
able to sustain life, or might have 
once sustained it. 

hi its time on Mars, Phoenix will 
dig through the 10-cm topsoil layer 
to water-ice below and will collect 
samples for scientific evaluation. 

Telltale will play an important 
role in the process. 

It was built to study the effect of 


wind on the water cycle in the polar 
region of the planet and will help 
identify zones that could sustain 
life. 

"The habitability is the question 
we want to ask," Lange said. "We 
don't know if life will be there, but 
we want to be able to inform future 


missions where they should look for 
life." 

He added that in previous mis¬ 
sions, aU searches for life were done 
around the planet's equator, where 
the conditions are very dry, hot and 
not protected by the planet's ozone 
layer. 


"We know things don't survive 
there, but protected by a layer of 
soil, they could survive," he said. 
"Life as we know it needs water. 
Can the ice on Mars maybe melt for 
a few days or even hours? These are 
the things we aim to find out."

Man jailed for threatening premier 


Labeiie apologizes 
to Stelmach, family 
in statement

Metro Edmonton 

A construction worker who 
verbally menaced Premier Ed 
Stelmach, along with threat¬ 
ening to head to his farm to 
kill his cattle, apologized in a 
long statement posted on 
Facebook after being sen¬ 
tenced to a four-month jail 
term, to be served on week¬ 
ends. 

"I understand from watch¬ 
ing the news that he and his 
family were 'shaken' by the 


statement ... and for that I 
am truly sorry," said Ronald 
Labelle in the written 1,433- 
word statement that includes 
lengthy explanations about 
all three 
threats 
charges that 
he was sen¬ 
tenced for 
yesterday. 

Labelle, 57, 
was stern¬ 
faced as he 
stood during 
Provincial 
Court Judge Fern LeRev- 
erend's ruling, which in¬ 
cludes two years of probation 
and a 10-year ban from pos¬ 
sessing firearms. 


Since Labelle already 
served 16 days in jail before 
trial, he will only serve 90 
days for the threats, along 
with convictions for 28- 
weapons 
charges after 
Edmonton 
police discov¬ 
ered nine ri¬ 
fles and five 
shotguns 
stored in a 
cardboard 
box at his 
home. 

"Politicians must serve the 
public without fear of harm," 
said LeReverend. "You have 
threatened the premier." 

Labelle said in his state¬ 


ment on the social network¬ 
ing site that he was upset 
over an ongoing dispute with 
a trade union and heavy 
drinking only made things 
worse when he phoned the 
premier's office Sept. 7,2007. 

A secretary who worked in 
the premier's office earlier 
testified that she was so 
upset about the threatening 
call that she quit her job a 
week later. 

In his public statement, 
Labelle also criticized the 
government for not "arrest¬ 
ing" Finance Minister Iris 
Evans after comments he be¬ 
lieved she made against con¬ 
struction workers for their 
refusal to work in "unfair

conditions." 

Labelle's son Brian told re¬ 
porters outside the court¬ 
house the case was given 
special treatment since it in¬ 


volved the premier's office 
and that a special crown 
prosecutor was flown in 
from Calgary. 

'Anyone who has threat¬ 
ened anyone in this province 
is probably laughing right 
now that they didn't receive 
a sentence remotely close to 
what he got," said Labelle's 
son. 

Crown Prosecutor Shane 
Parker says the sentence 
sends the right message. 

Tom Olsen, a spokesman 
with the premier's office, 
says there was no political in¬ 
volvement in the case, and 
Stelmach would not com¬ 
ment on yesterday's decision.

Rising river leads 
to unsafe trails

The height of the North 
Saskatchewan River is on the 
rise and low lying trails along 
the river bed might get closed 
off to due unsafe conditions. 

Cara Van Marck, Alberta 
Environment Spokesperson, 
said that with the recent 40 to 
70 mm of rainfall, the height 
of the river will raise about 1.5 
meters overnight. 

Working with the City of

"There are some low line 
trails the city will tmark with] 
warning signs and people 
shouldn't go on them," she 
said. "It's important because 
the water can weaken the trail 
and become dangerous." 

While the river is rising. Van 
Marck stressed that it would 
have to raise another four to 
five meters before really be¬ 
coming a concern for locations 
like golf courses.

Human body exhibit alarms cleric 


Questions arise on 
respect for dead, 
archbishop says

The city's Catholic archbishop 
is reminding followers of the 
religion to have a critical eye 
when it comes to visiting the 
upcoming controversial Body 
Worlds exhibit, an educa¬ 
tional show that includes 
human bodies that have been 
preserved in plastic. 

Archbishop Richard Smith 
says the show, slated to begin 
at the Telus World of Science 
June 13, raises alarms among 
Catholics when it comes to 
human dignity and respect for 
the deceased. 

"It's hard reconciling a 
principal of our faith with a 


scientific practice that pre¬ 
serves the body indefinitely," 
said Smith during a telephone 
interview with Metro. 

"It's not clear to me what is 
done with the 
bodies when this 
exhibit is done 
long term 
Whether or not 
the body is re¬ 
turned to the fam¬ 
ily for a proper 
burial." 

The Body 
Worlds exhibit 
features 200 spec¬ 
imens that include 
organs and bodies 
that have been preserved 
using a process called plasti- 
nation, which includes re¬ 
placing aH body fluids and fat 
with reactive resins and poly¬ 
mers. 

Andrea Kuhlmann with the 


Telus World of Science says an 
advisory committee was cre¬ 
ated several months ago that 
included several educational 
and religious leaders, includ¬ 
ing Smith, 
"to help 
them be aware of 
the exhibit." 

"We think it's 
healthy to have 
different view¬ 
points and you 
apply critical 
thinking because 
after all that's 
what scientific 
exploration is all 
about," said 

Kuhlmann. 

Kuhlmann says ticket sales 
for the show are on pace to 
exceed other venues that have 
already hosted the educa¬ 
tional show.

Bernier resigns post 


Foreign minister 
steps down over 
document gaffe 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
Maxime Bernier has re¬ 
signed his high-profile post 
after he left secret cabinet 
documents at the 
home of his girl¬ 
friend, a woman 
with past links to or¬ 
ganized crime. 

Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, who 
for weeks denied that 
Bernier's love life was a se¬ 
curity risk, last night an¬ 
nounced that he had 
accepted Bernier's resigna¬ 
tion. 

Still, Harper told a Parlia¬ 
ment Hill news conference 
that Bernier's relationship 
with Julie Couillard — and 


her ties to biker gangs — 
were not a factor in his exit 
from cabinet. 

"This is not to do with the 
minister's private life or the 
life of a private citizen." 

But Bernier's departure 
came just a few hours before 
Couillard was about to go to 
air on the French- 
language television 
station TVA to say 
that her former lover 
was careless with 
classified documents. 

Bernier, who at¬ 
tracted the moniker 
"Mad Max" in government 
circles, himself said he "be¬ 
came aware" Sunday night 
that he had left classified 
government documents at a 
private residence.

It is not known if thieves 
who raided a Canadian mu¬ 
seum plan to sell the pre¬ 
cious art they stole or simply 
want to melt the jewelry 
down for its gold, police said 
yesterday. 

The thieves who broke 
into the Museum of Anthro¬ 
pology in Vancouver over the 
weekend made off with 12 
pieces of jewelry crafted by 
famed Canadian Haida artist 
Bill Reid, nearly all of which 
were made of gold. 

The thieves also stole 
three gold Mexican neck¬ 
laces, prompting fears from 
museum officials and Reid's 
widow that the art was des¬ 
tined to be melted down for 
its precious metal rather 
than sold to collectors. 

The RCMP said it was too 
early to say what the exact 
motivation of the heist was. 

"It could be only for the 
gold. It could be (for the art) 
to be sold abroad. It could be 


to sell in local pawnshops," 
said RCMP Const. Annie Lin- 
teau.

clubs delivering supplies, the

Premier Wen Jiabao also

"faced danger and difficulty 
without retreating" to help 
survivors who "shed blood 
and tears without bowing 


their heads" showed the value 
of its "people first" philosophy, 
said Ouyang Song, vice minis¬ 
ter of the party's organization 
department.

"The U.S. has more than 
12,000 nuclear weapons, the 
Soviet Union (Russia) has 


about the same. Great Britain 
and France have several hun¬ 
dred, and Israel has 150 or 
more. We have a phalanx of 
enormous weaponry ... not 
only of enormous weaponry 
but of rockets to deliver those 
missiles on a pinpoint accu¬ 


racy target," he said, according 
to a transcript of his remarks. 

While the existence of Is¬ 
raeli nuclear weapons is 
widely assumed, Israeli offi¬ 
cials have never admitted 
their existence and U.S. offi¬ 
cials have stuck to that line in 
public for years. 

The Nobel Peace Prize win¬ 
ner said Washington should 
talk directly to Tehran to per¬ 
suade it to drop its nuclear

Canada's retailers em¬ 
ployed almost 1.79 million 
people last year to become 
the country's largest em¬ 
ployer, pushing manufactur¬ 
ing out of first place by a slim 
margin of 5,000 jobs. 

Canadian retailers are en¬ 
joying strong profit margins 
due to a stronger dollar, 
cheap Asian imports and an 
"effervescent job market," 
economists at National Bank 
Financial noted yesterday.

» Retail sales grew fastest 
in home furnishing stores, 
gas stations and appliance 
and electronics shops. The 
three largest groups, new 
car dealers, supermarkets 
and general merchandise 
stores, all recorded below 
average growth rates.

Oil or wax 
extraction from a plant 
using either chemical sol¬ 
vents or extremely high 
heat destroys the plant’s 
botanical properties. Look 
for the words cold-pressed 
on labels — if they’re not 
there, keep shopping.

Diet may 

delay 

diabetes 


Drinking less alcohol, eating 
more vegetables and exer¬ 
cising can prevent or delay 
the onset of diabetes, re¬ 
searchers said recently in a 
study showing that lifestyle 
changes can make a big dif¬ 
ference. 

Diet and exercise reduced 
the incidence of diabetes by 
about 43 per cent over 20 
years among 577 high-risk 
Chinese adults, the re¬ 
searchers reported in the 
journal Lancet. 

At the end of the 20 years, 
80 per cent of those who 
changed what they ate and 
exercised more had diabetes, 
compared with 93 per cent 
who made no changes, said 
Guangwei Li of the China- 
Japan Friendship Hospital in 
Beijing and Ping Zhang at 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The findings came as part 
of a series of studies ad¬ 
dressing new research about 
diabetes, which affects 246 
million adults worldwide, 
and accounts for six per cent 
of all global deaths. 

Type 2 diabetes accounts 
for about 90 per cent of all 
diabetes cases and is closely 
linked to obesity and physi¬ 
cal inactivity. Type 1 dia¬ 
betes is an auto-immune 
disease often diagnosed at 
an early age.

CBC 

U.S. game shows 
among new TV 
programming

In the glare of the noonday 
sun beaming down into the 
atrium at CBC's downtown 
Toronto headquarters, the 
national network announced 
its slate of faU shows, a menu 
of tried and true returning 
shows, while new program¬ 
ming was mostly relegated 
to one-off specials and 
miniseries. 

The presentation began 
with Richard Stursberg, the 
Corp's executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of English services, tak¬ 
ing the stage after a brief 
filmed comic introduction by 
Manooj Sood of Little Mosque 



unveils fall lineu 


On The Prairie. Stursbeig said 
that the broadcaster is coming 
off "a great year—our best in 
a decade," and indulged in a 
little gloating over the net¬ 
work beating Global with a 
7.8 primetime share, its best 
performance in over a decade. 

That this past television 
season was also one where 
whole seasons of U.S.-made 
programs were virtually 
scuttled thanks to the Holly¬ 
wood writers' strike wasn't 
mentioned, and with its al¬ 
most entirely homegrown 
roster of shows, the CBC was 
able to sail through the year 
without resorting to reruns 
or lackluster last-minute 
substitute programming. The 
test will be seeing if the net¬ 
work can maintain its lead in 
the year to come. 

Among the shows return¬ 
ing are comedies Little 


Mosque and Sophie, as well 
as dramatic programming 
such as The Border, Heart¬ 
land and British co-produc¬ 
tion The Tudors. The 
network's foray into reality 
programming — Dragons' 
Den, the entrepreneurial 
competition — is returning 
for a third season, as is the 
The Hour, its topical variety 
chat show, and Steven And 
Chris, its flagship lifestyle 
show. The Rick Mercer Re¬ 
port returns, as does This 
Hour Has 22 Minutes and 
Royal Canadian Air Farce, for 
its final season, which culmi¬ 
nates in a New Year's Eve 
special. 

The big news was the re¬ 
turn of Ontario-born Alex 
Trebek to the network, with 
its acquisition of rights to the 
long-running game show 
Jeopardy!, which joins Wheel 


Of Fortune, its other im¬ 
ported game show. Specialty 
programming includes a 
miniseries on the early career 
of Celine Dion, Everest, an 
adventure miniseries starring 
Jason Priestley and William 
Shatner, and India Reborn, a 
four-hour documentary on 
the surging economy of the 
subcontinent, by the same 
team that produced the net¬ 
work's well-regarded China 
Rises for the network two 
years ago. 

Leafing through the binder 
handed out at the presenta¬ 
tion, it looks like there's more 
new programming in chil¬ 
dren's television — two new 
shows. Animal Mechanicals 
and Mighty Jungle — than in 
all of CBC's primetime sched¬ 
ule. The Mother Corp is truly 
playing it safe this year, in ap¬ 
parent anticipation of its com¬ 


mercial com¬ 
petitors fail¬ 
ing to get 
their largely 
imported mojo 
back in work¬ 
ing order.

Television spinoffs are 



Frasier was a successful 
spinoff of Cheers. 


The knock against television 
series used to be that shows 
essentially told the same 
story week after week. 

But lately, networks have 
been trying to replicate entire 
series night after night. 

From NBC's The Office to 
Fox's Family Guy, broadcast¬ 
ers increasingly are urging 
their best performers to pro¬ 
duce offspring. The debut of 
Grey's Anatomy-inspired Pri¬ 
vate Practice last faU was only 
the start of the latest round. 


Next season there's the still- 
unnamed The Office spinoff 
and Fox's Family Guy exten¬ 
sion, The Cleveland Show, as 
well as Sci Fi Channel's Bat- 
tlestar Galactica prequel, 
Caprica. Projects based on 
Fox's House and Prison Break 
also are in development. 

"It's a simple financial 
equation," House creator 
David Shore said. "Something 
is working, they want more 
of it. If you can figure out a 
way to split it in half, they're 


back in 

gonna go for it. It's really that 
simple, and I can't blame 
them. It's just a question of 
making it work." 

Spinoffs are nothing new. 
The annals of television count 
more than 100 attempts to 
successfully spin off a show's 
character or concept. The 
1970s in particularly were 
spinoff boom years, when 
such hits as All in the Family 
and Happy Days spun off 
multiple shows. 

By the '90s, however, spin- 


vogue 

offs had become much less 
common. Sometimes a net¬ 
work would spin off a dying 
comedy to fill a ratings void 
(such as when NBC's Cheers 
successfully spawned Frasier). 

More recently, networks 
tried copying such crime pro¬ 
cedural hits as NBC's Law & 
Order and CBS' CSI. The 
spinoffs worked partly be¬ 
cause their parent shows had 
an episodic formula that was 
precisely replicated to fill 
multiple hours. reuters

Another throwback for Stallone

LOOKING LESS bulked out 
than thickened, Sylvester 
Stallone pulls off the sec¬ 
ond part of a double play 
by reviving John Rambo 
for a fourth film, less 
than a year after adding a 
sixth installment to his 
Rocky Balboa franchise, 
both characters returning 
to the screen after a long 
hiatus. 

With Rocky Balboa, Stal¬ 
lone’s hangdog protagonist 
returned for a bittersweet 
coda to the original films, 
but Rambo’s return is a 
much grimmer affair, 
given resonance by a pre¬ 
scient choice of setting. 

The film finds Stallone’s 
Rambo living wordlessly in 
the jungles of Thailand, 
capturing snakes for tacky 
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tourist shows, when a 
group of missionaries ap¬ 
proach him to take them 
upriver into Burma where 
they’re trying to help the 
Karen people, a persecuted 
minority under the 
Burmese regime. 

“Are you bringing 
weapons?” he asks point¬ 
edly, and we know that, if 
they won’t, Rambo will. 

When the missionaries 
are captured by a ruthless 
unit of the Burmese army, 
Rambo goes back upriver 
again with a group of mer¬ 
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cenaries to perform a res¬ 
cue mission, and for some 
reason these soldiers of for¬ 
tune have no idea who’s pi¬ 
loting their boat, though 
we all know they’ll find 
out sooner or later. 

By the time the credits 
roll, the body count has de¬ 
fied all efforts at tallying, 
and the pacifist missionary 
leader has gotten his own 
“first blood,” so to speak, 
while a wounded Rambo 
surveys the carnage. 

The ending suggests the 
possibility of a Rambo V, a 
likelihood I wouldn’t bet 
against. 

Besides a digital copy of 
the film playable on your 
iPod or media player, the 
bonus features include fea- 


turettes on the production, 
the weapons, and the polit¬ 
ical context of the film, 
which erupted into rele¬ 
vance with last year’s 
protests by Buddhist 
monks against the 
Burmese regime, and again 
with the aftermath of the 
recent cyclone. 

Hopes that the film will 
publicize the cause of 
Burmese dissidents and 
the Karen rebels are proba¬ 
bly optimistic, as action 
film fans aren’t particu¬ 
larly known for their polit¬ 
ical activism.

THE WHOLE of Ab Fab’s in¬ 
termittent 13 -year run is 
contained in this padded 
silver book — all five sea¬ 
sons and three special 
episodes featuring the 
tawdry misadventures of 
Edina (Jennifer Saunders) 
and Patsy (Joanna Lumley), 
two middle-aged fashion 


and status-obsessed Lon¬ 
doners unencumbered by 
either ethics or morality. 

Ab Fab is proof of the 
first rule of comedy — the 
best examples of the genre 
require that we laugh at 
the protagonists, while 
being able to recognize 
our own worst qualities in 
them. This would explain 
the show’s popularity 
both among fashion types 
and celebrities, many of 
whom swarmed the show 
in cameos by the time of 
its third season creative 
peak. Later series lag and 
misfire, as do the long spe¬ 
cial episodes, but in¬ 
evitably recover whenever 
Saunders and Lumley are 
allowed to let their charac¬ 
ters dominate the scene. 

Probably a high water 
mark for British comedy, 
though it would have been 
more fondly remembered 
if fan enthusiasm hadn’t 
inspired too many re¬ 
vivals.

Rockers ringing up sales 

Bands capitalizing 
thanks to popular 
video games 


Games lilce Rock Band and 
Guitar Hero III have proved 
their ability to breathe new 
life into classic rock sales. 

But can they do the same 
for new music? Last month, 
Motley Crue decided to find 
out. 

The band placed its new 
single, the title track from 
"Saints of Los Angeles," for 
sale as a downloadable track 
on Rock Band well in ad¬ 
vance of the album's release 
date, which has been pushed 
back to June 24. According to 
data provided by the band's 
management, Tenth Street 
Entertainment, the track 
was downloaded more than 
47,000 times via the Xbox 
360 version of the game 
alone in the first week after 
it became available. (Rock 
Band publisher MTV Net¬ 
works was unable to inde¬ 


pendently verify these fig¬ 
ures, and total downloads 
that include the PlayStation 
3 version of the game were 
not available.) 

By compari- 
son, the same 
track received 
slightly more 
than 10,000 
downloads via 
digital services 
like iTVmes and 
Amazon, ac¬ 
cording to 
Nielsen Sound- 

Scan. That's a _ 

pretty big dis¬ 
crepancy considering that 
music bought via Rock Band 
can't be transferred to a 
portable music player or 
even a computer for later en¬ 
joyment. It can be played 
only via the game. 

Tenth Street CEO Allen 
Kovac shrugs off the gap in 
sales between formats, 
pointing out that a sale is a 
sale. In an age of rampant 
piracy, reaching fans where 


they are willing to spend 
money is the primary goal. 

"We do research on every 
artist we have, and the re¬ 
search said that the people 
who bought 
Motley Crue 
music and 
tickets play 
Rock Band 
and video 
games ... (so) 
it was our in¬ 
clination to 
go there," he 
says. 

_ "The resur¬ 
gence of rock 
has happened because of 
Rock Band and Guitar Hero," 
Kovac says. 'And the reason 
is because of the interaction 
with the audience. The more 
music marketing people look 
at interaction with the audi¬ 
ence as opposed to only radio 
or a video, the more lasting 
the experience will be and 
the longer the artists' career 
will be."

ONE TV, ONE VOTE: No 

less than Time magazine 
printed a plea last week 
that the candidates in this 
year’s U.S. presidential 
elections abjure the late 
night comedy shows that 
have seemingly been an¬ 
nexed to their increasingly 
broad campaign stump. 
They’re talking about the 
frequent guest spots that 
everyone from democratic 
primary rivals Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and Barack Obama to 
Republican heir apparent 
John McCain to former 
candidates like John Ed¬ 
wards and Mike Huckabee 
have been making on 
shows like Saturday Night 
Live, Jon Stewart and, with 
a night that brought three 
Democratic hopefuls, for¬ 
mer and active, together. 
The Colbert Report. 

“But now that the most 


IDIOT BOX 
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gag-filled primary season 
in history is lumbering to 
an end,” writes Richard 
Zoglin, “1 have a modest 
proposal: Cut it out! The 
comedy campaign has 
gone from novelty to 
inanity, damaging not just 
the great tradition of rene¬ 
gade political satire, but 
whatever shaky credibility 
is left in our political 
process.” 

Frankly, it reads like a 
pretty po-faced bit of opin- 


ioneering, especially from 
a guy who wrote a history 
of stand-up comedy in the 
’ 70 s. Even for Time maga¬ 
zine, it has a prescriptive, 
finger-wagging tone that 
almost feels like a throw¬ 
back to the mag’s Henry 
Luce Booth era, when its 
editorial influence was cer¬ 
tainly far more potent. 

Here in Canada, despite 
the sleep-inducing tone of 
our political culture, we 
have a political class that’s 
more than happy to make 
an appearance on comedy 
shows like The Mercer Re¬ 
port and This Hour Has 22 
Minutes. Zoglin seems 
upset mostly because polit¬ 
ical satire has been main¬ 
streamed, a far cry from 
the days when Mort Sahl 
or Lenny Bruce were the 
nation’s preeminent politi¬ 
cal comics: “they hardly ex¬ 


pected, or wanted, the tar¬ 
gets of their satire to show 
up onstage at the hungry i 
(a legendary nightclub) 
and join in the laughs.” 

That was a long time 
ago, of course, and Sahl 
and Bruce have long been 
absorbed into the vocabu¬ 
lary of contemporary 
comics, not to mention the 
politicians’ handlers, who 
are perfectly eager to book 
them on these shows. Time 
even gets it wrong with the 


title of the piece: John Mc¬ 
Cain, You’re Not Funny. 
Quite the contrary — in his 
recent guest shot on SNL’s 
Weekend Update, blithely 
gloating about the divisive¬ 
ness of the Democratic pri¬ 
mary race (“Go ahead — 
fight among yourselves”) 
McCain showed comic tim¬ 
ing that was a high point 
of the night’s show. 

HELLO (SIGH) CLEVE¬ 
LAND: Wired magazine’s 


Underwired blog has a 
sneak preview of The Cleve¬ 
land Show, a Fox spinoff of 
Seth MacFarlane’s cartoon 
sitcom The Family Guy. 
“Judging from the intro,” 
they write, speculating on 
the show’s content based 
on a montage scored to 
what one presumes to be 
the theme song, “this show 
looks to be more of the 
standard MacFarlane fare: 

A plethora of pop culture 
references, crass jokes and 
loads of toon nudity.” 

You’ve got to be in trou¬ 
ble when your core con¬ 
stituency — and geelcy 
dudes have always been 
MacFarlane’s crowd — can’t 
summon much anticipa¬ 
tory wood for your show.

Book targets Courtney 




R ocker Courtney Love's inner cir¬ 
cle were so concerned with her 
alleged drug use they hod her 
reconsider her pregnancy, PageSix.com 
reports on upcoming book os claiming. 

In Bumping Into Geniuses, a memoir 
about the music business, Danny Gold¬ 
berg, former CEO of Warner Bros. 
Records who also managed Nirvana, 
the bond of Love's late husband Kurt 
Cobain, reveals how he and a group of 
Love's inner circle — worried about her 
alleged heroin use during pregnancy — 
plotted an intervention. 

During a meeting in Los Angeles with 
a doctor at Cedars-Sinai Medical Cen¬ 
ter's chemical dependency program, the 


doctor "tried to give clinical advice, sug¬ 
gesting to Courtney that it was not a 
great idea to have a baby while dealing 
with addiction," writes Goldberg. 

That didn't sit well with Love, who 
was pregnant with Cobain's child. 

"'You're not telling me to have a 
(bleep)-ing abortion, are you?' asked 
Courtney, her voice rising with her trade¬ 
mark hostile whine. 'I mean. I'm pro- 
choice, but that doesn't mean that 
anyone has the right to tell me to have a 
(bleep)ing abortion.' 

"(He) suggested that it might not be 
safe for the baby, and Courtney, who 
was only six weeks pregnant, went into a 
confrontational mode. 'Is that a medical 


fact, or is that just your opinion? I want 
to see it in a medical book.' She was in¬ 
terested in medical facts, not a sermon. 
(He) sheepishly acknowledged that at 
this early stage of pregnancy a 
woman could discontinue heroin use 
with no physical or psychological 
damage to the fetus. Courtney looked 
triumphant as she towered over the 
doctor seated at his desk." 

Love is said to have stopped using 
heroin, and Frances Bean was born in 
perfect health on Aug. 18, 1992. 

Love had no comment on the 
book, which is scheduled to hit stores 
in September.
